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This is in response to your request under the Freedom of Information Act (“FOIA”) 
received 23 September 2021 by Space Systems Command (“SSC”) FOIA Manager, Mr. Richard 
Butts. The FOIA control number for this case is SSC 2021-04673-F. 


You requested three items: (1) The 2018 contract between the Air Force and McKinsey 
& Company (FA8807-18-F-0010, which is a contract ordered off of a 2017 underlying multiple 
award Blanket Purchasing Agreement, HQ003417A0011), (2) any and all conflict of interest 
disclosures made by McKinsey & Company in connection with FA8807-18-F-0010, and (3) any 
conflict mitigation plans submitted by McKinsey in connection with the contract. The program 
office located the contract. Both the contract and the 2017 BPA will be provided with some 
redactions. The reasons for the redactions will be described below. 


Portions of the information you requested contain information protected from disclosure 
under 5 U.S.C. § 552 (b)(3)(Exemption 3), 5 U.S.C. § 552 (b)(4) (Exemption 4), and 5 U.S.C. § 
552 (b)(6) (Exemption 6). Exemption 3 protects information protected by disclosure by another 
federal statute. In this case, McKinsey’s OCI mitigation plan was submitted with their proposal 
but was not incorporated into the contract. 10 U.S. Code § 2305,(g), Prohibition on Release of 
Contractor Proposals, provides that a proposal in the possession of an agency may not be 
released under FOIA unless the proposal is incorporated by reference into a contract with the 
contractor that submitted the proposal. Based on this statute, McKinsey OCI mitigation plan 
cannot be released. 


Exemption 4 protects trade secrets and confidential commercial or financial information. 
The Contracting Officer determined that some information would likely cause substantial 
competitive harm, and redacted the contract documents to remove the applicable portions under 
Exemption 4 that must not be released. Exemption 6 protects individual privacy interests. The 


program office determined that names and contact information should be withheld because 
withholding their privacy information outweighs the public interest in releasing this information. 


In summary, we are providing you a redacted copy of the 2018 contract, as well as the 
underlying 2017 BPA award. We did not find any conflict of interest disclosures made by 
McKinsey & Company, and we are prohibited by statute from releasing McKinsey’s OCI 
mitigation plan. Because your request specifically stated that you are seeking clearly releasable 
documents, we conclude that your request has been fully met despite redactions and the 
withholding of the OCI plan.
